Under the new restrictions a much 
more complete control over the various 
securities proposed to be disposed of 
by brokers has been made possibile to 
Col. W. W. Denison, Ontario registrar 
Brokers will be required to fyle with 
the registrar the prospectus of a &se- 
curity issued and the price at which 
he acquires or disposes of the stock 
where the proceeds go either directly 
to the treasury of the company or to 
the vendor of promoter 

Must Have Consent 

Added check is furnished by Tequir- 
ing in the case of vendor's stock the 
registrar’s consent must be obtained 
before the security can be disposed 
of by the broker. The same restric- 
tion will apply also where the security 
issuet hag been refused registration.

ADVANCE THE DATE 


With the passing of summer, the an- 
nual question arises as to how much of 
its winter coal requirements Ontario 
will draw from the mines in Alberta. 
The circumstances make it more than 
ordinarily important that any possible 
measures be taken to facilitate the mar- 
keting of Alberta coal in that province 
this year. 

Last year the period during which 
the special freight rate on coal is applic- 
able was extended to the first of De- 
cember. That was a step in the right 
direction, but the step was not long 
enough to produce maximum results. 

If the special rate were made avail- 
able from say the middle ef October, the 
Alberta miners would be given a fair 
chance to do business in the Ontario 
market before the dealers there have 
made their contracts for winter sup- 
plies. A still earlier date would be so 
much the more desirable 


FOLLOW THIS ADVICE

The Government of France ordered 
Mr. William Randolph Hearst to get out 
of the country and stay out. On the 
general grounds that Mr. Hearst's 
string of United States papers are bit- 
terly anti-French, and in particular 
for the means whereby their owner ob- 
tained a copy of the naval convention 
which was being negotiated between 
France and Great Britain a couple of 
years ago. : 

Whereupon Mr. Hearst left Paris for 

London. He will not be ordered out of 
Great Britain, though Great Britain is a 
kingdom, while France jis a republic, as 
is his own country. Yet Mr. Hearst's 
papers used to be as maliciously anti- 
British as they are or can be anti- 
French. Whereupon hangs a recollec- 
tion. 
During the war years Mr. Hearst 
went to London, where he had reason to 
suppose that he was rather less popular 
than anywhere else on earth. But one 
day the cables brought news that Pre- 
mier Lloyd George had entertained the 
visitor at luncheon. Perhaps it is only 
a coincidence that from that day on the 
Hearst newspapers ceased to hurl male- 
dictions at Britain and all things Bri- 
tish. 

The moral seems to be that for once 
the Britisher beat the versatile French- 
man at his own game of political finesse 
Perhaps if M. Briand had followef the 
lead of Mr. Lloyd George, the Hearst 

. papers would now cease to be offen- 
sive to French sentiment.
